SAN PEDRO.—Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the Maritime 
Strike here has been conducted 
in the most peaceful manner pos- 
sible, labor-hater' Capt. “Red”

' The Soviet Peace Policy '. 
N NOVEMBER ath, the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics 
begiis its 20th yéar. This anniversary is an occasion for re- 

viewing the maiily achievements accomplished under working- 

class rae and the leadethip of the Communist Party.| Not the 
least of these achievements, world-wide in importance, is the 
foreign policy of the Soviet Government, directed toward the 
maintenance of peace throtighout the whole world 4s well as the 
protéctivoh of its own bordérs from invasion. = 

Oné of the first acts of the Soviet Republic in November, 

1917, when the working-class under Bolshevik leadership took 

power, was to demand an ending of the great war, on the basis 

of no annexations or reparations, no unequal treaties, and ob- 
serving the rights and independence of all peoples. It proceeded 
to publish the secret treaties of the capitalist powers with Czar. 


ist Russia that were forerunners to the World War, and imme- 
diately sued for peace. That hig the beginning of a new. type 
of foreign policy. 

' Whe most striking parce of the peaceful purpose of the 
Soviet foreign policy, can be seen in a significant phrase from 
the new Soviet constitution, which DOES NOT GIVE ANY -OR- 
GAN OF THE STATE THE RIGHT TO DECLARE WAR, and 
only makes provision for the Presidium of the Supreme Coun- 
cil of the U. S. S. R. to “proclaim a state of war in the event 
of armed attack on the U. S. S. R.” (Article 49.) This is of 
especial importance at a time when Fascist aggressors on every 
hand are fololwing an adventutist war policy which threatens 
to involve all Europe and the whole world. It also answers 
most effectively the charges about “Red perare or that 
ithe Red Army is a threat of war. 

Becatise the policy of Fascist powers threatened - only the 
‘Soviet Union, but also democratic. countries like France, Great 
Britain, and Czecho-Slovakia in Europe, Soviet policy turned all 
its efforts toward lining up all the powers that. were anxious to 
maintain peace, for the principle of collective security against an 
aggressor nation, as the most powerful weapon to prevent Hitler 
or Mussolini from making war. As long as the Fascists feel they

“Americans,” but undesirable 
Americans. “American” under- 
dogs. It is certainly a fact, how- 
ever, that if the Negro people do 
not consider themselves a nation, 
it is simply as a result of hav- 
ing been oppressed for such a 
loig time, having been knocked 
arouhd so many times that they 
can feel only either despera- 

on and fear of the white ruling 
class (a part of the Negro people 
fee] that way), or a rise of 
fighting spirit (which is taking 
place among great sections of 
the Negro population) against 
‘white imperialist suppression. 

The Negro people ate a nation 
having all the chatacteristics oP 


‘a nation, and are suppressed by 
the white ruling class not pri- 
marify 


because of the color of 
their skin (although, this too is 


‘used by the white ruling class), 


but mainly because of being an 
oppressed nation, forced to slave

Japan. The Soviet Union has emphasized that these pacts are 
open to all powers, including Germany; since it provides for 
mutual assistance of all signatory powers against any nation 
that attacks one of the signers of the pact, the only reason that 
Hitler can refuse to sign is because he wants war, not peace. 
France was forced to sign the pact, not only because its 
government feared an attack by Fascist Germany, but because 


i| the masses in France, wanting peace, desired a firm alliance with 


the Soviet Union as the greatest force for peace and against 
Fascism. But there are Fascist forees in France that oppose. this 
policy and working’ with ‘Hitle® t6 Wreak up the ‘Franeo*Soviet 
pact. The weak-kneed policy of the French government, in- 
cluding the present Blum government, has helped the foes of 
the Franco-Soviet pact. 

In Britain also, while the masses want peace and ‘collabora- 
tion with the Soviet Union against the Fascist powers, the Tory. 
government has followed a policy which has helped Hitler and 
Mussolini and which if continued will turn the war- dogs loose 
in Europe. 

It is the fact that the French and British governments gave 
mainly lip-service to the principle of collective security, that it 
‘was possible for Mussolini to carry out his arrogant policy of 
conquering Ethiopia, ‘without fear of results. The Soviet Union 
alone could not stop it, without bringing about ‘war; the League 
of Nations could have stopped the conquest, through éffective 
sanctions against Italy, had not France and Great Britain sabot- 
aged the Soviet Union’s efforts. To this day, the only voice that 
was raised against this conquest, and for Ethiopia’s independence, 
was Litvinov’s. The isolationist, hands-off policy of the United 
States played into the hands of Mussolini, as did Roosevelt's 
“neutrality” policy which in practice placed an embargo on. Ethi- 
opia but did not prevent Italy from getting war materials in 
America. The failure of the League of Nations to prevent the 
conquest of Ethiopia has tremendously endangéred thé cause of 
peace, as it has made more confident the Fascists who have de- 


signs on other nations.

The Soviet Union and Spain 


There is no doubt in anyone’s mind that the Fascist uprising 
in Spain was inspired, organized, and financed in Berlin, Rome, 
and Lisbon. After Ethiopia and Manchuria, ‘the Fascists are 
becoming more and more brazen in their open drive for ‘war and 
conquest. 
if it were hot for money, planes, artillery, tanks, and trained per- 
soniiel furnished by Hitler and Mussolini, and sent maihly through 
Portugal. When France proposed a non-intervention pact with 
regard to Spain, the Soviet Union agreed to it on condition that. 
the three Fascist powers sign it and be bound by it, in order to 
cut off the Spanish Fascists from its source of supplies. But 
soon after nine powers signed the pact, it became obvious. that 
while the other powers were living up to it, Germany, Italy, 
and Portugal were openly violating it. This amounted to a 
virtual boycett and blockade of the legal Spanish government,. 
contrary to all-international law, while the Spanish Fascists were 
ory the upper hand through plentiful war supplies of every 


The French and British Communist Paities carried on 2 
powerful mass campaign for “Arms to Spain,” but the British and 
French governments -refused to badge. ‘ The Socialist Premier 
Blum maintained an ostrich-like policy, while it wis clear to the 
French masses that Fascism was threatening their southern door- 
step due to the failure of France to exervise its: right to furnish 
suppli¢s to the Spanish goverrimént. While Binm was doing this 
in the namé of peace, war is being brought that much eloser in 
Europe by the danger of a Fascist victory. 

When it became clear that Blum would not act, the Soviet 
government’ did. Although the Soviet masses jhad \yaised mil- 
lions of Gollars to sénd ‘money ahd food and niedicine to the 
Spattish People’s Front, the Soviet ‘governitent had scrupulously 
obsérved the hon-intervention pact, . But when the pact became 
a joke (although a serious one), because the Fascist powers did 
net pay the slightest attention to it, the Soviet government openly 
charged. them with its violation, abd declared that it could not 
consider itself bound, by the non-irntervention pact. To this day, 
France ard Britain have adopted a policy which is only helping

Terror of Black 
Legion Shown

—A PREVIEW 

America was shocked’ a. few 
months ago by the revelations of 
secret fascist-terrorism that came 
out of the Detroit Black Legion 
investigation.

In looking over the structure of the ‘ALL Union Council, you 
notice that its sections are as follows: 


1—Responsible instructors of the All-Union Council of Trade 
Unions (whose job is the development of leaders of the unions 
from among the workers). 


2—Section for planning wages (whose job is the drawing 
up, throygh consultations in each factory and each industry be- 
tween the workers and the management, of new wage scales and 
agreements).

5—Cultural and club inspection (whose job is the supervision 
and further development of the theatrical groups, literary groups, 
educational circles, musical groups, clubs, with their many 
facilities of recreation and entertainment, which exist in every 
factory and place of work). 

6—Physical culture bureau~<whose task is the supervision 
and further improvement of sports organizations, prypient culture, 
and health in every place of work).
